The Lo an and the War 


Henry Clews, writing on the Liberty Loan and the war situation, say s 
In part: 


p l BLIC interest for the time being is centered almost ex clusively on the 
Liberty Loan campaign, which is being pushed with daily increasing 
enthusiasm. 
Thus far subscriptions have not come in as freely as desired. 
This temporary lull may be attributed in part to preparations for heavy 
Inco me tax pay ments by those possessed of considerable wealth whose 
Investments in Liberty Bonds may be lessened thereby . 
The railroads, for 
o bv io us reasons, are also not subscribing as in former loans; and some of 
the industrials, because of increased ex penses and smaller net profits, are 
leas able to subscribe than before. 
In a few instances industrial dividends 
hav e been reduced; and in conseq uence of factors such as these the pur­ 
chase of bonds by large holders has been somewhat curtailed. 
Not a few- 
large subscribers are holding back. 
On the other hand, the subscriptions 
from tho se of moderate means have greatly Increased. 
There is no doubt 
that this loan will be much more widely taken by the public than any of 
Its predecesso rs. This is as it should be. 
The loan in a real sense ought 
to be a popular loan, held chiefly by the people themselves. 
Such a display 
of patrio tism, such an ex pression of confidence In our own government 
and reso urces, will do more to unify and strengthen the nation than any ­ 
thing else. 
Every bondholder to all intents and purposes will be a stock­ 
ho lder in the United States; its interests will be his interests, and its safety 
his safety . 
Ev ery bondholder will be a better, steadier and more thought­ 
ful citizen by thus investing in his country ’s w-elfare. 
The last loan was 
distributed amo ng over 9 ,000,000 subscribers, and this loan, it is to be 
ho ped, will be far more widely distributed. 
There is no doubt the loan will 
b# largely oversubscribed. 


So far as the war is concerned, the week showed little change. 
The 
Germans are apparently about to initiate another intensive drive against 
the British which may or may not bring critical results. 
Should Amiens 
fall, the result will be discouraging and will prolong the war, but such an 
event would be of no permanent importance. The nex t few day s will decide. 
Among the Allies the undertone of confidence is unmistakable, the recent 
setbacks having distinctly stiffened rather than weakened their morale. 
The remarkable steadiness of British government bonds is clearly due to 
this confidence in high financial circles here and abroad. There can be no 
peace until Germany is beaten and surrenders. 
That is now the supreme 
American objective, q uite as much as that of our allies. 
There is well 
founded anx iety for the future of Holland, which is in a sorry position, 
fastened in between the two sides of the titanic conflict. 
American sy m­ 
pathy goes out to Holland, also the hope that she will not be drawn into 
the vortex . 
No country has more to lose or Jess to gain than Holland, and 
no country has a more splendid record in the historic struggle for liberty .

Wh olesale dealers may deliver not 
to ex ceed a ten day s’ supply to th e 
retail distributor or manufacturer of 
nonessentials, such as confectionery , 
soft drinks, and commodities of simi­ 
lar nature. 
Th ey may deliver not to ex ceed a 
th irty day s’ supply to bakers 
and 
manufacturers of essential foodstuff's. 
Special consideration for greater 
deliveries will h e given in th e case of 
canners and preservers of essential 
food commodities 011 appucui.ou to 
th e food administration. 
All deliveries sh ould be based on 
th e allotments as made out by th e 
Food Administration Sugar Division, 
wh ich allotments sh ould be in 
th e 
h ands of all distributors and users 
of sugar in less th an carload q uanti­ 
ties with in th e first few day s of May . 
In th e interval between receipt of 
th is notice and May 1st, th e limit of 
delivery sh ould be confined to ten 
bags. 
Th e limits of deliveries of sugar 
to th e consumar for ordinary pur­ 
poses sh all not ex ceed five pounds in 
th e city and ten pounds to country 
trade, as in th e past, but special pro­ 
visions h ave been made for taking 
care of th e canning and preserving 
situation as follows: 
Twenty -five pounds in addition to 
th e ordinary h ouseh old req uirements 
may h e delivered at one time eith er 
to city or country trade, provided th e 
customer req uires th is supply for use
